PALIIS. 


HE first question which the Florist should ask the drummer when he solicits his order 

for Palms is: ‘‘How have they been grown? Hot orcold?” This is of more real 

importance than is the price. A palm grown on bottom heat may look as well at 

first, but often it can be used but once, then shrivels up and stops growing, and can hardly 

be used again. On the other hand, a palm that has been grown ‘‘cool” is tough, it can 

stand being put in a draughty place, it has a goodconstitution, nothing consumptive about 

it; it keeps right on growing with decent care, and may be carried from place to place. 

and be used again and again. Our stock is all cool grown, free from insects of all kinds,

KENTIA. With all our experience in growing palms of upwards of two hundred species, we 
believe that the species of Kentia named below are in all respects the best for gen- 
eral use. They are tall growing palms, with pinnate-leaved fronds, of a particularly 
elegant and graceful habit of growth. And they are unusually hardy, being natives 
of the Australasian region of the far South. The demand is increasing so rapidly, 
and the difficulty of getting seed is so great, that the present stock in both this 
country and Europe is being greatly reduced, especially in the larger sizes.

ANTHURIUMS. 


This class of plants always create a sensation wherever exhibited. The two varieties 
first named, cultivated for their foliage, are as beautiful as any of the Draczenas or Alo- 
casias, but it is to the flowering varieties from which decorators gain most. They are in 
bloom nearly the entire year, and the flowers last for weeks in perfect condition upon the 
plant. The oddity of form and*brilliancy of color of the spathe, varying from pure white 
through all shades of pink, rose color and scarlet to blood red recommend them. In our 
exhibitions the Anthuriums rival the Orchids as centres around which congregate the 
admiring throng. And they are of easy cultivation, standing considerable bad treatment, 
and for this reason we recommend them as a pot plant for the drawing-room as well as for 
the greenhouse or conservatory. See illustrations opposite. 


Beautiful Leaved Species. 


These two sorts are grown for their foliage. Both are distinct, strong growing plants, 
with a good constitution, and may be used to advantage in all kinds of decorating.

Flowering Species. 


Grown for their remarkably showy flowers, larger than a man’s hand, of a thick 
leathery texture and shiny surface. Truly remarkable for their enduring qualities, flow- 
ers remaining on the plant in perfect condition for three or four months, and while cut they 
often last as many weeks.

The 
spathe is very large, thick and fleshy, and of a pale shell-pink color; the spadix is 
white and yellow. Foliage lustrous green, 

. Scherzerianum. A standard and good sort with leathery foliage of a dark green color, 
and brilliantly colored, enduring flowers. The spathe is bright scarlet, its stalk 
being darker red, and the spadix is orange colored.

Orchids are the fashionable flowers of the last decade of the 19th Century, and Florists 
in all parts of the United States are rapidly finding out that it pays to have a few Orchid 
plants in stock, even though the community in their locality are not wealthy enough to form 
collections of the rarer sorts.

A True ‘Florist’s Flower.”’ 


One of the best Hardy Herbaceous plants extant. The flowers are 2% to 3 inches in 
diameter ; the outer portion of the limb of the ray florets is bright yellow, while the basal 
half is deep crimson ; or in some varieties the entire limb of the ray florets is bright yel- 
low. ‘The tubular florets making the button-like central head are bright crimson, or, before 
the flower is fully ripened, the centre of the head is yellow. This gives the flower the 


appearance of being made up of concentric rings of bright crimson and golden yellow. 


The plant is of a bushy habit, growing from 1 to 2 feet high, and the flowers are pro- 
duced in great profusion from early June till late October. They are of good substance, 


on long stems, and, like most of the composites, last a long time when cut. 


For the border or for the centre of a large bed it is not surpassed, but its strongest 


recommendation to Florists is its high adaptability as a first class flower for cutting.

Under careful cultivation and selection the old single P. rosewm has given to the 
garden a vast variety of distinct and beautiful forms of the Daisy-like flower. They have 
many points of advantage over the cultivated forms of the annual Chinese Asters, and 
may almost be said to rival the Chrysanthemum in usefulness to the Florist. The flowers 
vary much in size and form, and in color there is greater variety. They range from pure 
white (and this is one of the Florist’s best white summer flowers), flesh color, pale 
pink and blush, to bright carmine, rose pink and purple; sometimes the tips of the rays are 
one color and the basal part another, strongly contrasting. They are perfectly hardy, the 
flowers are produced in great profusion all through the summer, areon long stems, and are 
very durable when cut. The foliage is finely divided and fern-like, which is another 
advantage.
